ion in Japan has demarided in its negotiations 
with the’ United States, but has ylelded to 
popular pressure toé the extent of reiterating 
to the United States that the obvious discrim 
inatory intent of the California law will not 
be tolerated by Japan. : 

The Japanese ambaseador made it cleat to 
Mr. Bryan today that he and his government 
still consider the racial diecrimination in- 
volved as one greatly overshadowing the legal 
phases of the matter. 


Will Not Appear in Court. 

The dissatisfaction of Japan with the Amer- 
ican reply to their original protest was 
Hkewise made clear in the note presented 
this afternoon. It-can be asserted that the 
Japanese note informs the United States that 
the Tokio government will not condeseend 
to seek reparation in the federal or state 
courts of California. 

This was practically the only solution of 
the question offered Japan in the note of Mr. 
Bryan, to whick the note presented by Am- 
bassador Chinda today is a reply. 

The ambassador again insisted that his 
government will consent to look only to the 
federal government of the United States for 
relief from the operation of the California 
statute against the interests of its citizens in 
that state, 

The Tokio government still maintains that 
it has nothing to do with United States courts, 
and that its treaty with the United Statee 
entities it to demand full remedy from the 
Washington government, without reference 
in‘any way to the state. 


Cite Action of Roosevelt. 

What the Japanese desire is that the Wash- 
ington government shall institute proceed- 
ings through the courts to attack the Califor- 
nia alien land law. The Japanese embaesy 
here has made a thorough search into all 
cases bearing in any way upon the present 
issue and has brought this knowledge it has 
acquired to bear on the state department in 
the communication of today. 

The fact that President Roosevelt, when 
the Japanese school question was the subject 
of agitation in California, threw the influ- 
ence of the federal administration on the side 
of Japan is fecalled to the attention of Mr. 
Bryan in today’s note. At thet time the 
United States appeared in court in two ways, 
first as the instigator of a suit and also as 
“amicus curie,” or friend of the court, ina 
suit entered by a Japanese resident of Cali- 
fornia. ; 

Japan now wants the Washington govern- 
ment to do the same thing in the present fn- 
stance, and thus bring about the nullification 
of the California law if possible. 


Cares Nothing About Method. — 

The Japanése government is aware that 
proceedings cannot be brought against the 
California statute until it goes into effect 
next August. It does not intend that this 
fact shall cause any delay jn the presenta- 
tiom of the demand that the federal govern- 
ment institute proceedings. The Japanese 
government. maintains that it is concerned 
little with how the United States effects the 
nullification of the California law so long as it 
is nullified. a 

On the other hand, the president will not 
give his consent to any legal proceedings 
against the California statute. In fact, the 
adeninistration feels it cannot take the posi- 
tion asked by Japan, inasmuch as it already 
has declared its belief that the California 
alien land law 1s not in violation of the Jap- 
It is believed there is 
a grave danger of the two guvernments com- 
ing to a deadlock over this phaee of the issue. 

In the note presented today Japan re- 
frained from raising the question of natural- 
ization. When this fact becomes known in 
Japan there will be, to say the least, great

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COUNTING COST 
FOR UNCLE SAM 
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Committee to Determine if 
Federal Buildings Are an 
Economical Investment. 


SEEKS DATA IN CHICAGO. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPON DENT.T 
Washington, D. C., June 4-—[Special.)— 
Whether the buildings of the United States 
government in Chicago are luxuries or neces- 
sities of administration will be aetermined by 
a congressional investigation now in prog- 


-_— ress. 


‘\ The Chicago buildings included in the 
inquiry are the federal building at Dear- 
born and Adams streets, the appraiser's 
stores at Harrison and Sherman streets, and 
numerous substations of the postoffice in 
outlying sections of the city 

The joint committee on postage og second 
clase mail matter and compensation for the 
transportation of the mail, of which former 
Senator Bourne of Oregon is chairman, ig 
seeking to ascertain the exact cost of operat- 
ing the postal service in Chicago and every 
other city in which the government owns 
the building In which the postoffice is housed. 
The reports are expected to disclose whether 
it is cheaper to own Or rent quarters Bor post- 
offices and other departments of the govern- 
ment; whether the cost of the care of the 
government buildings i¢ more or leas than 
similar building similarly situated. 


Queries by Chairman Browne. 

Chairman Bourne has sent to Collector of 
Customs Ames, the official custodian of the 
Chicago federal bullding, a letter asking for 
information on these items: 

Purpose of the building: date the site 
was acquired and cost to date; date build- 
ing Was completed and cost to date; total 
investment in building and site to date; 
present market value of site and building, 
based upon prices received from sales of 
other property similarly situated; pres- 
ent market value of site without building; 
present rental value of site and building, 
based upon rentals paid for other prop- 
erty similarly located; per cent of total 
space in building used for postal service: 
per cent ef total space in buikding used 
for other governmental purposes. 

The report of Collector Ames will disclose 
whether the federal building and its site are 
worth more or less than when the govern- 
ment assumed oceupation. The rental value 
will afford a comparison with the cost of up- 
keep, which will show whether it is cheaper 
to rent or toown. The report also will make 
it possible to determine what it costs to. house 
each department of the government repre- 
eented in the building. 


Cost of Service Sought. 
The exact cost of the postal service never 
has been ascertained for the reason that the 
cost of maintaining quarters for the poat- 


office in federal buildings rever has been 


charged against the postoffice department. 


Whenever a postoffice house in rented 
quarters fs transferred to a new federal 


pbuilding comstructed by the government the 
treasury department assumes the upkeep of 
the premises and the rents! charge disap- 


| 


pears as a postofiice expense. The pestofiee wise. 


| in such a federal building may have heat and 


light and janitor service costing several times 
what it did in the former rented quarters, bat 
the expense is charged against the treasury 
instead of the postoffice department. 
Collector Ames will report the amount of 
the space occupied by the subtreasury, the 
marshal, the collector of customs, district 
attorney, and other governmental officers 
and the eost of the maintenasce of the quar- 
ters of each then will be detérmined. ; 


MADMEN SUPPRESS MANIAC 
AT BEHEST OF PHYSICIAN. 


Person Crazed by Joke Becomes Vio- 
lent and Attacks Keeper—Other In- 
sane Patients Obey Word of Doctor 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 4.—Five insane pa- 
tients at the Emergency hospital today 
came to the aid of Dr. R. L. Williams when 
an insane and enraged patient attacked an 
orderly and overpowered him. 

The orderly, John Thompson, was attacked 
by Julius Jeswein, and was unconscious 
when the doctor arrived upon the scene. 

Five other insane men were watching the 
attack and enjoying it, but when Dr. Wil- 
liams ordered them to assist in subduing 
the assailant they complied; and Jeswein 
was placed in a straitjacket. 

Jeswein is the man who became insane 
after laughing for sixteen straight hours. 
He went to a vaudeville theater on Sunday 
night, and after hearing a joke began to 
laugh. He was effiected from the theater, © 
but continued to laugh until arrested. 

He was taken from central police station 
to the Emergency hospital, where a violent 
fit of rage replaced his laughing fit. 


JOHN E, WILKIE ELECTED 
TO CHICAGO RAILWAYS POST. 


Man Who Gave Up Place as Head of Se- 
cret Service Named to the Company’s 
Vice Presidency. 


John E. Wilkie, until recently chief of the 
United States secret service, yesterday was 
elected a vice presidert of the Chicago Rall- 
ways company.

FOR JACK JOHNSON 


Year and a Day and Fine of 
$1,000 for Violating Mann 
White Slave Law. 


JUDGE DENIES NEW TRIAL 


Jack Johnson, negre pugtiist. yesterday 
was sentenced by Federal Judge Carpenter 
to serve one fear and one day in the Joliet 
penitentiary and to pay a fine of $1,000. 

Sentence was pronounced immediately fol- 
lowing a decision of the court overruling a 
motion for a new trial. The negro was 
granted a respite for two weeks to give his 
attorney, Benjamin Bachrach, time in which 
to file a bill of error on which the case can be 
carried up to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

Judge Carpenter permitted Johnson to go 
free on the bond of $30,000 which the negro 
gave last fall when he was indicted. He was 
found guilty by a jury in Judge Carpenter's 
court on May 10 of transporting Belle Schrei- 
ber, a white woman, from Pittsburgh to Chi- 
cago for immoral purposes. ) 


Steal March on Court Crowds, 

Hearing of arguments for a new trial be- 
gan at 4:30 in the afternoon. Johnson was 
sentenced at 5:30. The hearing purposely 
was set for late in the day to avoid over- 
crowding of the courtroom by curiosity seek- 
ers, which, from experience at previous days 
of the trial, it was surmised would happen 
had the case been heard at an earlier hour. 

After overruling the motion fora new trial 
Judge Carpenter held a fifteen minute con- 
ference in chambers with Assistant United 
States District Attorney Harry A. Parkin 
and Attorney Bachrach. When the judge 
returned to the bench he asked Jahnson: 

“Does the defendant, Johnson, wish to 
say anything before sentence is pro- 
nounced ?”"’ 

Johnson arose slowly from his seat at the 
lawyers’ table and stood erect facing the 
court. After a moment’s hesitation he sald: 

“No, nothing, your honor.”’ 


Not Entitled to Consideration. 

In pronouncing sentence Judge Carpenter 
eaid: 

“It is always an unpleasant duty for me 
to say what will compensate the government 
for violating its laws. The crime which this 
defendant stands convicted of ig an aggra- 


vating one. The life of the defendant, by 


hie own admissions, has been such as to 
merit condemnation. 

‘“‘We have had a number of cases where 
violations of the Mann act have been pun- 
ished by fines only. We have had a number 
of defendants found guilty in this court of 
violations of the Mann act who have been 
sentenced to severe punishment, from one to 
two years in the penitentiary. 

“This defendant is one of the best known 
men of his race, and his example has been 
far reaching and the court is bound to con- 
sider the position he occupied among his 
people. In view of these facts, this is a case 
that calls for more than a fine. Considering 


all circumstances in this cage, therefore, the | 


sentence of the court is that the defendant, 
Johnson, be confined in the penitentiary for

Hope that this summer will see the opening 
of a municipal bathing beach on the north 
side was revived suddenly yesterday. 

It sprang up with unexpected action on the 
part of the special parks commission. within 
whose jurisdiction lies the expenditure of the 
proceeds of the $250,000 bond issue approved 
by the voters for this purpose last year. By 
unanimous vote the commission authorized 
Mayor Harrison and the city controller to 
spend $245,000 of that amount for the acquisi- 
tien of the site for the beach. 


Avoids Long Litigation. 

The step was unexpected as condemnation 
proceedings against the properties involved 
had been prepared. Everybody except those 
“on the inside” looked forward to long 
drawn out Htigation that would occupy the 
summer. The commissiou's action disclosed 
that’ negotiations for the direct purchase of 
the land are well under way and promise a 
successfii econciusior. . 

The proposed purchases cover all the land 
east of Clarendon avenue between Wilson 
avenue and Montrose boulevard except for 
the site of the Lake View pumping station, 

at the foot of the latter street, which already 
is city property. Two priv ately operated 
beaches wil! be wiped -out. 


Quarter of Mile Long. 

The combined length of the prospective 
beach is in excess of 1,300 feet, and its depth 
would be sufficient to permit plenty of beach 
room after the construction of bathhouses,, 
an ornamental pergola, and other improve~ 
ments. It not expected that all of these 
improvements could.be made this year. 

‘* I believe the beach is almost within reach 
now,” said Ald. Henry D. Capitain, a mem- 
ber of the special parks commission. “ It’s 
something we have waited: for a long time, 
but I believe we are going to get it now and 
that it will come up to our expectations.”’ 

The council committee on bathing beaches 
has approved the project for the beach and 
the hoard of local improvements has been 
working for months pon the task of making 
it a reality.

Captain Slashes Member of Lower House 
During Riot Which Precedes An-

BUDAPEST, June 4.—The announcement 
in the chamber of Geputies today of the 
resignation of the Hungarian premier, Dr.

“You scoundrel, this is indecent,!” ex- 
claimed Count Khuen von Hedervary, the 
former premier, addressing Capt. Ceroe, 
commander of the guard. Ceroe drew his 
saber and. struck the count thrice on the 
head.

Cuts Out Steam Railroads, 

Prior to thia, at the suggestion of John G. 
Drennan, represeriting the Illinois Central, 
all reference to steam roads and roads using 
the freight terminals between Harvey and 
Evanston was eliminated from the city sec- 
tions of the bill and power to regulate them 
left with the state commission, on the theory 
that two commissions should not handle the 
same subject matter and constitutidnally 
it was a matter for a state commission and 
not for a-tocal body.

The report expressed the be- 
lief “that adequate compensation must at 
all times be provided for the employ és of 
the industry. Any other course is uneco- 
nomic and destructive of seeon a public 
opinion.” 

Relative to the minimum wage. the report 
said? 

* Where, to maintain the recipient at a 
fair working capacity, a wage necessitates 
partial dependence upon other income, the 
employer is to that extent accepting a con- 
tribution toward his labor costs which, apart 
from an apprenticeship stage, cannot be con- 
sidered justifiable in any industry.” 

In supplementary remarks Mr. Ineull seid: 
“ Corporation managers, who are responsible 
for hundreds of millions of dollars, are sel- 
dom given credit by statesmen and politicians 
for taking great interest in the welfare of 


‘their employés,”’ and asserted that the elec- 


trical industry “ probably employs upwards 
of 200,000 men in.the United States, and I 
do not think the éstimate of $2,000,000 a year 
spent on them In welfare worse at ali cver- 
shoots the mark.”’

FLAW IN INCOME TAX BILL 


S.uators Must Change Clause to 
Make Proposal Valid. 


JEAR INSURANCE. PLEAS. 


Members of Committee Consider Mu- 
tua] Concerns’ Protests. 


Washington, D. C., June 4.—Before the 
senate acts on the Underwood tariff bill the 
income tax section will be amended to remedy 
a defect which, it was discovered today, 
would make the measure unc) nestitutional. 

When the framers of the income tax pro- 
vision fixed Jan. i, 1918, as the date. from 
which to compute incomes for taxation they 
overlooked the fact that the constitutional 
amendment authorizing an income tax was 
not proclaimed as ratified until Feb. 25, 1913. 


Consider Insurance Protests. 

Senator Williams’ sub-committee stlil has 
under advisement the scores of protests filed 
by officials of mutual life insurance compa- 
nies against their inclusion under provisions 
of the income tax law. The committee is con- 
sidering an amendment which would give 
such mutual concerns exemption if they are 
able to prove, after the tax has been assessed, 
that they are not conducted for-profit and 
that all of their surplus earnings are partici- 
pated in by their policy hoéiders. 

Among the briefs on this subject filed with 
the sub-committee is one by B. Steiner, a 
business man of Birmingham, Ala., which 
includes correspondence with Representative 
Underwood. chairman of the house ways and 
means committee. In a letter to Mr. Under- 
wood Mr. Steiner cited the objections to tax- 
ing incomes of mutual life insurance com- 
panies, maintaining that this would result in 
a tax on the policy holders, who would really 
be taxed twice. 


Compared to Other Concerns. 

“You séem to overlook the fact entirely 
that these companies are being taxed under 
the present carporation tax law at exactly 
same amount as they will be taxed in 
income tax bill; that we are levying no 
tax on them that they do not pay at pres- 
ent,’’ Mr. Underwood replied. “ An ordinary 
corporation is organized for the benefit of its 
stockholgers, a mutual life insurance com- 
pany is organized for the benefit of its policy- 
holders, In one instance the individual holds 
the stock, in the other instance the policy. 
and im both instances the corporation: is

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"LEWIS TESTIFIES 
IN LOBBY HEARING 


Illinois Senator Gives Names 
‘of Several Who Talked 
About Tariff. 


TELLS OF SUGAR FIGHT. 


Ransdell Declares Both Factions 
Have Agents at the Na- 
tional Capital. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPON DENT.) 
Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Special.]— 
Senator James Hamilton Lewis of Illinois 
was a star witness tonight before the senate 
committee investigating President Wilson's 
charge that an “insidious”’ tariff lobby is 
operating in Washington. 
Mr. Lewis denied any knowledge of* the 
use of money, either for the maintenance of 
the lobby or for newspaper advertising, and 
insisted he had no information which would 
aid the committee in the investigatioin. 


Names Persons Who Called. 

Senator Lewis said several persons had 
talked with him on the tariff rates. Their 
names follow: 

A. G. Cox, vice president of the William 
Wrigley Jr. company of Chicago, who wanted 
free. chicle so as to cheapen the cost of 
chewing gum. 

Former Ald. Walter J. Raymer of Chicago, 
representing the American Pin company, 
who discussed the tariff on hooks and eyes. 

George E. Meyercord of Chicago, who rep- 
rescnted the interest of lithographers. 

A delegation of Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation of Chicago. . 

John C. Castleman of Peoria, vice presi- 
dent of the National Oats company, who 
wanted oats and wheat put on the free list, 
so that they would be on the same basis with 
flour and oats products. 

John BE. Wilder of Chicago, who represent- 
ed the tanning interests. 

J. Harry Selz, Milton S. Florsheim, and 
James P. Smith of Chicago, who appeared 
for the shoe manufacturers. 

A Mr. Brady of the Friedlander-Brady 
Knitting mills, who objected to the proposed 
tariff on knit goods. ? 

Former Gov. Carter of Hawaii, who op- 
posed free sugar. 

A Mr. Doettcher of Denver, a distant rela- 
tive of the senator, who discussed the tariff 
with him. ; 

An unknown man who approached the sén- 
ator while he was at luncheon. 


Lewis’ Definition of Lobby. 


As to whether any attempt of an improper 


} Character to influence him had been made, 


Mr Lewis said: 
“No person whomsoever, no association 
of any nature, no persons or individuals 
have attempted in any manner to influenc: 
me in any matter pending before congress. 
and I have no knowledge of the usé of money 
to maintain a lobby. 
**T have a different point of view concern- 
ing the so-called lobby from_that expressed 
by some of my colleagues. To my mind the 
word lobby has achieved a distinction from 
the term agent or representative. I hold that 
it is the right of any person who may feel 
that his interests are being injured to speak 
to his member of congress or senator about 
it. I hold that the right of petition guaran- 
teed him by the constitution gives him that 
privilege, and he may exercise it either in 
person or through his agent or representa- 
tive. And he has the right to petition either 
the whole body or his particular member. 
‘‘But from my point of view when a per- 
son seeks by indirect methods and secret in- 
fluences to accomplish fndirectly that which 
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such person becomes a lobbyist dnd repre- 
hensivie.”’ 


Explains Sugar Tariff Fight. 

Ramifications of the sugar tariff fight be- 
ing conducted outsice the halls of congress 
gave the senate committee a busy two hours. 

With Senator Ransdell of Louisiana as the 
chief witness, members of the investigating 
committee pried into every phase of the fight 
between the free sugar and the anti-free 
sugar forces, and established the fact that 
general offices are maintained by both fac- 
tions, and that a systematic and organized 
fight has been carried on for and against 
the free sugar provision indorsed’ by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

The activity of the sugar tariff forces was 
partiy responsible for President Wilson’s 
statement that powerful lobbying influences 
are at work in Washington to effect changes 
in ‘the tariff bill. Severalmames were added 
today to the list of persons who are being 
subpeenaed by the senate committee, and 
who will testify Saturday as to whether or 
not they are “lobbyists.” These included 
employés of a bureau maintained here by 
the Louisiana sugar growers and various 
persons who have been cohRected. with the 
anti-free sugar fight. 


Declares Others Spend Most. 


Senator Ransdell discussec freely the or- 
ganized activity of the Louisiana sugar cane 
growers, but said he believed little money had 
been spent as compared with the amount 
spent by Claus Spreckeis, the Federal Sugar 
Refining company, and Frark C. Lowrey of 
New York, sald to be an employé of that com- 
pany, in the attempt to create a public senti- 
ment in favor of free sugar. 

‘“‘I urged the Louisiana people to organize 
two years ago and comiat thig false senti- 
ment that was being crested in favor of free 
sugar,” he said, “‘ but they did not act in 
time.”’ 

Some light was throwr on the activity of 
Hawalian and Porto Rican growers, who also 
oppose free sugar, by the genator. He denied 
there had been any concerted action among 
the three forces. 

Senator Ransdell named Henry T. Oxnard, 
Truman G. Palmer, Sidney M Ballou, and 
A. D. Baldwin as lead'ng figures in the anti- 
free sugar fight, and sa:3i H. N. Pharr, J. D. 
Hill, Jules Burguieres, Charles Godchaux, 
Jules Godchaux, and E. F Dickinson were. 
sugar planters who had dune “turns” in 
carrying on the campaign from the Wash- 
ington headquarters. 


Will Subpoena Outsiders. 

The investigating committee will finish the 
testimony of senators tomorrow and thén 
will begin the hearing of outsiders whose 
names have been mentioned during the in- 
quiry or who, the committee has been given 
to undrstand, should know some of the facts 
being sought.

Senator Owen of Oklahoma thought “ the 
patent medicine trust '’ wes behind the oppo- 
sition to his bill for a departmert of public | 
health. 

Senator O’Gormar of New York egaid from 
200 to 400 manufacturers, importers, attor- 
neys, and employés had called ou him, but 
he had not tried to keep a list. 

“A lobbyist, as I understand it, is one 
who makes a business of inducing or pre- 
venting legislation,”’ he said. ‘‘I have met 
ho such persons since the beginning of this 
tariff discussion.”’ 

Senator Martirie of New Jersey knew of no 
offensive lobby. 

“Im @ general way I assume there is and 
has been a lobby here,” Senator Norris of 
Nebraska said. ‘‘ From the fact that I re- 
ceive daily circulars on the subject I assume 
there is a lobby here for and againet free 
sugar."’ 


Pittman Insists Lobby Exists. 


Senator Pittman of Nevada declared it was 
evident that lobbies existed in Washington 
and that men poured in to protest against 
the Underwood bill when it reached the sen- 
ate, seemingly “ by a concerted movement.”’ 
He agreed there had been a large “ lobby " 
or delegation of Alaskan people in Washing- 
ton urging the government to spend millions 
for the constructiongof railroads in Alaska. 
He did not consider it improper.

Moody Denies Charges. 


| BFirst Wednesday i 
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Wacker and Moody of Chicago 
Commission Fight Penn- 
| sylvania Scheme. 


THINK SUBURBS MISLED. 
Director Sees Dictation from 


Pittsburgh; Asks Deal as Fair 
as Given in New York. 


Members of the Chicago plan commission 
‘at the City club yestérday contradicted every 
important statement made on Tuesday by 
backers of the Pennsylvania station project. 
Jarvis Hunt today will take up the argument 
for his depot plan, and others are to be heard 
before the debate closes. 

The chief speakers were Chairman Charles 
H. Wacker of the commission and Director 
Walter D. Moody. Mr. Wacker said he ob- 
jected to the continued misrepresentations 
of the Chitago plan by the Pennsylvania al- 
lies. 

“I know the Burlington has sent men along 
itelmes,” he gaid, ‘‘ with prepared resolutions 
for suburbanhites to pass, protesting against 
being ‘dumped at Twelfth street,’ which 
never was intended at any stage of the plan.”’ 

Mr. Moody denied the staternent advanced 
on Tuesday: by Architect Ernest R. Graham 
that the Pennsylvania project was in accord 
with the Chicago plan. 


Moody Attacks Road. 

“The Pennsylvania: project does not con- 
form to the plan of Chicago,” said Mr. Moody 
with emphasis. “The railroad wants to 
switch the plan to suit itself by moving the 
civie center two blocks north.” 

Mr. Moody illustrated his address with lan- 
tern slides, which included some of those pre- 
sented the previous day by Mr. Graham. 

* After weighing all the evidence given be- 
fore the ‘council committee in favor of the 
Pennsylvania plan,” he said, *‘ we have failed 
to discover any argument not wholly selfish. 
They say the present union station is unfit. 
They did not have to come from Pittsburgh to 
tell us that, for Chicago has known it for 
twenty-five years. As a citizen of Chicago 
I do not care to have perSons from Pittsburgh: 
or any Other city tell me to jump through the 
hoop and be quick about it. 

“ These people assert if we can’t build 
according to our’ own sweet will we won't 
build at all The Pennsylvania and union 
station may bluff‘along for a while to ad- 
minister a spanking to Chicago, but they will 
have to come in eventually, for the issue ab- 
soltuely is in the hands of the council. 


West Side Bound Up. 

“In the three mfle square quadrangle 
formed by Twelfth and Halsted streets, Chi- 
cago avenue and the lake front—all of which 
will be needed for business in a few years— 
the raifroads occupy 32 per cent of the space. 
The west side is all bound round with a woolen 
string of railroads, anid values are bound to 
depreciate. Later the Pennsylvania railroad 
probably will buy this property and fill.the 
entire space from the river to Jefferson street 
With yards. The Pennsylvania, if successful] 
later will pay the Penalty for its stupidity. 

“ The railroad plans to elevate its freight 
tracks With a beautiful arch over Twelfth 
street, Which competent engineers say can- 
not be built, but they say nothing about beau- 
ciel arches over the numerous other sfreets 


Mr. Moody denied there ever was an inten- 
tion of moving freight terminels one mile 
away, as charged by Mr. Graham and Vice 
President Hale Holden of the Burlington. He 
described the projected straightening of the 
river, establishment of roads on either bank, 
and a freight termine! from Tweifth street 
north to Madison and east of Canal, the 
tracks to be built over with warehouses. 

“Tt has been: said we cannot carry out 
this plan in twenty-five years,” said Mr, 
Moody. * We couldn't carry it out in fifty 
or 100 years if the Pennsylvania is allowed 
to have ite way. Otherwise it can be done in 
three or four. : 

“The Chinese walis in cities have become 
jokes, but here are some pictures far from 
being jokes,” and Mr. Moody called atten- 
tion to photographs of the Northwestern 
tracks at Randolph and Washington streets, 
In answer to questions the speaker said ware- 
houses could be built over tracks through 
agreement between railroads and merchants.

HUGE MONEY WASTE FEARED 


Besolations Assert Millions Would Be 
. Squandered. 


The Chicago real estate board yesterday 
adopted resolutions denouncing the Kleeman 
harbor bili as a vicious measure and request- 
ing Gov. Dunne to veto itas unmecessary and 
unwise. 

The preamble recited that the measure 
calls for the unnecessary expenditure of mil- 
Hons of dollars for an industrial harbor where 
there are no industries to serve, to be located 
four miles from Lake Michigan in the swamps 
of the Calumet; that it is a basin of 500 acres, 
21 feet deep, with connecting channels 300 feet 
wide th the middle of a mud lake of about 


| 2,500 acres, surrounded by the low swampy 


holdings of seven or eight industries which 
would be enormously, increased in value at the 
public expense. 

The resolutions conclude as followe: 

Whereas, The harbor would not be built or con- 
trolled by the city of Chicago, but by the sanitery 
district, with power to perform many new and for- 
eign functions and to make fifty year leases—that 
is, spend millions of our money and then transfer 
for fifty years the results ef such expenditures te 
special interests; and, 

Whereas, The absolutely necessary commercial 
harbor in the city, north of the river, is waiting for 
legislative action and funds, 

Therefore, your committee recommends that the 
governor be asked to veto the above bill because 
it is uDncessary and unwise, And the committee 
also recommends that a member of the board be 
sent at once to Springfield to present the views of 
this organization, and, with the board’s attorney, 
wait upon Gov, Vunne and urge the veto of said Dill. 

The-resolutions were presented by’ the har- 
bor committee.

President’s Salary as Result Will Be 
Cut from $40,000 to $18,000 


St. Louis. Mo., June 4.—[Special.]—B. F. 
Yoakum will not be continued as chairman 
of the executive committee of the Frisco sys- 
tem at a salary of $75,000 a year, according 
to the statement of one of the receivers. 

“Mr Yoakum has now no voice in the 
affairs of the Frisco road,”’ said the receiver. 
“His status will be determined after we 
have gone over the affairs of the road with 
udge Sanborn. It is possible Mr. Yoakum 
will be retained only in an advisory ca- 
pacity.” 

Receivers Winchell and West have gone 
to St. Paul to confer with Judge Sanborn of 
the Federal Circuit Court of Appeals. 


Retrenchment New Policy. 

The receivers have decided on a policy of 
vigorous retrénchment in all departments of 
the Frisco system. It was stated that the 
receivers would save on reduced salaries 
alone about $200,000 a year. 

The Frisco has five vice presidents receiv- 
ing an average of $17,000 a year. These sal- 
aries will be materially resudced, it is stated. 

B. L. Winchell, who as president of the 
Frisco received $40,000 a year, will be allowed 
about $18,000 a year as receiver. 

The Frisco receivership is still almost the 
sole topic of discussion in financial circles, 
The Frisco system and it allied lines, witha 
total of 7,500 miles, has capital liabilities of 
approimately $400,000, 000. ns
